No Jewish Basis 
For Conscientious 
Objectors—Hertz

LONDON — Judaism has _ fur- 


nished no basis for conscientious 
objectors to military service, Chief 
Rabbi Joseph’H. Hertz declared in 
a letter to all British rabbis. He 
said Judaism “ranks defense of 
country among the supreme 
duties.” 

Asserting that the supreme na- 
tional tasks of the hour were pre- 
paredness and service, Rabbi Hertz 
continued: “In such time when 
Britain looks to her children to 
rally in her defense, the first duty 
of Jewish ministers is to arouse the 
manhood of the congregation to the 
sacredness of the national call.” 
He called on the ministers to de- 
liver sermons on national service 
and to urge youths to join the 
Territorial Army and others to par- 
ticipate in other branches of na- 
tional service.

Situation Of Jewish Refugees In Shanghai 
Becoming Desperate; Details Explained 


Special 

NEW YORK—Jewish refugees 
driven from Central Europe by 
racial, religious and political per- 
secutions, are flocking to Shanghai 
at the rate of 800 per month. With 
4,600 of these immigrants already 
reported, relief agencies are over- 
taxed in their efforts to feed and 
shelter the newcomers. 

The International Committee for 
European Relief estimates there 
will be 17,000 Jewish exiles in 
Shanghai -by the end of the year. 
That city is the only port in the 
world where immigrants can land 
without restrictions. 

These facts are set forth by the 
Rey. C. L. Boynton of the National 








Christian Council at Shanghai in a 
letter to Charles V. Vickrey, presi- 
dent of the Golden Rule Founda- 
tion, 60 East Forty-second street, 
New York. The foundation endeav- 
ors to obtain funds for help of op- 
pressed peoples, mothers and or- 
phaned children and other under- 
privileged persons throughout the 
world. 

“If there is any possibility that 
you can be of assistance in helping 
us to meet the needs of this section 
of our population, it will be of very 
great service,” Mr. Boynton wrote, 
enclosing a statement from the In- 
ternational Committee for Euro- 
pean Relief, which said in part:

Several fast, heav- 
ily-armed new police boats have 
been placed in service. Patrols of 
police and troops cover every mile 
of the coast. Every ship travelling 
between Palestine ports is boarded 
by police and immigration inspec- 
tors who travel along to prevent 
any passengers from trying to slip 
ashore between ports. The law has 
been amended to increase the fines 
and prison sentences for transport- 
ing or aiding illegal immigrants 
five-fold. Coast guard vessels have 
been authorized by law to fire into 
the crowded refugee boats if they 
attempt to flee. 

The nature of the Palestine sea- 

coast makes patrolling simple. The 
shoreline is almost straight and de- 
void of inlets or nooks. There is 
no cover, no place to conceal even 
a rowboat. Today the entire 140 
miles bristles with guns turned not 
against the terrorists, but toward 
the sea, aimed at the fleeing vic- 
tims of Nazism. 
* The purpose of all this armament 
is to prevent the illegal immigrants 
from landing. Once they set foot 
on shore they may be arrested and 
jailed, but they cannot be deported, 
because there is no place to send 
them.

How Nathan Straus Fought 
For Pure Milk Is Related 











[Editor’s Note: At a time when 
Nazi world propaganda is challeng- 
ing the equal rights of Jews in their 

tries of citi it is impor- 
tant to dramatize the contributions 
of the Jews. This is the sixth of a 
series of playlets presenting in vivid 
form the saga of the Jews in Ameri- 
can history.

Cuba Sends 1,240 
- Refugees To Sea; 


Expect New Ban

IAVANA-A crisis in the Cuban

weekend. Col. Fulgencio Batista,

The German steamship San Luis 
“was at sea with 936 refugees 
aboard, barred from landing under 
the presidential decree. Interven- 
tion with the government by Jew- 
ish communal and refugee-aid_or- 
ganizations had so far proven 
fruitless. Later the steamer Or- 
dune brought 154 more refugees, 
of whom 50 were permitted to land 
and the remainder barred. The ship 
put out for Chile with the 104 
still aboard. Another 200 exiles 
arrived on the French steamship 
Flandre, which was not permitted

The Jews aboard the San Luis 
“were desperate, one of them, Prof.

In reprisal for the bombing of 
the Arab-owned Rex Cinema with 
a toll of 18 injured, the military 
commander for the Jerusalem dis- 
trict closed indefinitely Jerusa- 
lem’s four Jewish cinemas, im- 
posed curfew on all Jewish cafes 
from 8 p. m., banned a scheduled 
performance of the Palestine Sym- 
phony Orchestra on June 1 and 
prohibited all future performances 
without special permission. 

Two bombs exploded in the Rex 
Cinema and a third unexploded 
bomb was found in the balcony. 
The casualties included three Brit- 
ish constables, three Palestinian 
constables, 10 Arab civilians and 
two Jews.

After years of degrada- 
tion and persecution, months of 
homeless wandering across Europe, 
booted from one frontier to an- 
other, weeks of torture at sea, 
they saw, a stone’s throw away, the 
shore of the land promised by Great 
Britain to the Jews as a home of 
their own twenty-two years ago in 
exchange for Jewish help at a criti- 
cal moment in Britain’s existence. 
Actually within hailing distance 
was Haifa’s Jewish community of 
60,000, imploring the authorities to 
be allowed to take the fugitives 
into their homes, to feed and clothe 
them, to heal their bruised and 
fevered bodies, to extend friendship 
and sympathy to spirits which have 
been dragged through the deepest 
pit of oppression and brutality. 
All entreaties fell on deaf ears. 
The Assimi was hustled to sea 
again with her refugees. The cap- 
tain’s prison sentense was  sus- 
pended in order that he might com- 
mand her, thus giving the proceed- 
ings a legal polish. The ship had. 
no lifeboats; the authorities placed 
two small rowboats, aboard. There 
was no food or water; supplies for 
a few days were provided. 
Frantically, Haifa Jews made one 
last attempt to plead with the 
authorities for mercy.

ROME—The mother of the Jew- 
ish Lieutenant-Colonel George Mor- 
purgo, who was killed in battle in 
the last days of the Spanish war, 
was among the 16 mothers and 
widows of Italian dead who re- 
cently received gold medals from 
Premier Benito Mussolini person- 
ally.
